Naval Ammunition Depot 

While recently 4 checking up the publications of the Depot 
library an old ordnance book dated 1880 was discovered in one 
of the book-cases and some of the articles listed therein are 
quoted below While these may not be of interest to all, many, 
especially service an ex-service men, will no doubt be interested 
in comparing these old regulations with those of the present 
day covering like subjects having to do with Gunnery in the 
United States Navy: 

Page b'0, paragraph 2(>7. When the hostile vessels approach 
within suitable range, the Marines should be called away as 
sharpshooters, and when they require assistance, they should be 
re-enforced by the First Riflemen, The body thus assembled 
in sufficient to maintain a smart contest and their fire should 
be directed against Officers, Spongers, Loaders, Gun Captains, 
Topmen, Marksmen, and other important persons on the en- 
emy's ship. The men in the tops shall be similarly employed. 

Page fiS, paragraph 2(>9. While boarding is going on, the 
Topmen should endeavor to drive the enemy from his tops, and 
may take possession of them in case the yards are favorably in- 
terlocked. Vigorous action on the part of the Topmen will 
greatly assist the attack. 

Page 64, paragraph 275. The steam pump hose, prepared 
to throw hot water, should be placed in an advantageous posi- 
tion, and will be of great importance to ths defence. 

Page 65, paragraph 286. In close contest on a ship's deck, 
it might be at times that the sword would become a more effec- 
tive weapon than the musket and bayonet. In such a case, the 
swords of the Boarders shall be brought into full play, and the 
sword bayonet shall be unfixed and used. 

Page 175, paragraph 622. No vessel cruising shall allow a 
strange or suspected vessel to come within gunshot without 
first being fully prepared with crew at quarters and ready to 
open fire immediately, if necessary. 

The private signal of recognition shall be made- in ample 
time, and if not properly replied to by the stranger, the fact 
must be regarded as evidence of his hostile or suspicious char- 
acter, and he must be brought to at once. On a blockaded 
coast,' the failure of a strange sail to reply to the private signal 
should warrant fire being opened on him without delay.

The twinkling of stars is a rapid shaking or vibration of their 
light, caused mainly by the turmoil of the atmosphere-currents 
and strata of different temperatures intermingling and flow- 
ing past one another. A star's light seems to come from a mere 
point, so that when its rays are scattered by irregular refrac- 
tion, at one instant very few rays reach the eye, and at another 
many. This accounts for the seeming changes of brightness 
in a twinkling star. Ordinarily the bright planets are not 
seen to twinkle, because of their large apparent disks", made up 
of a multitude of points, which therefore maintain a general 
average of brightness.
